Light Engineering Industry uses 
Wartime Techniques for Peace

HE term ‘‘ Light Engineering ” is rather a vague 

description of a multitude of developing products 

from typewriters to telephones, vacuum cleaners, 
television, electric lamps and small motors, clocks and 
watches, radio and telecommunications, mechanical 
and optical instruments, marine and aircraft radar 
and navigational devices, servo-operating mechan- 
isms, photocells and valves, washing machines and 
refrigerators, meters and signalling equipment, and 
many others, which are an important part of the 
eapital of industry, and appliances which improve 
the standard of living in the home. Those industries 
have grown with the aid of scientific knowledge, and 
the present research effort is concentrated on con- 
verting knowledge into new products, or the improve- 
ment of present designs. 

Generally speaking the industry, although main- 
taining a close liaison with research workers in 
Re Universities and Government estab- 
D search and lishments, and expending effort in 

— the comprehension of new knowledge, 
carries out little fundamental] research, but instead, 
devotes the bulk of its time to using the knowledge 
acquired for its own design purposes. 

On the instrument and electronic sides of the 
industry considerable scientific effort is adapting to 
peace-time uses the techniques which came to the 
fore during the war. This will result in the provision 
of accurate radar pictures for mariners, and for 
harbour surveillance in fog ; hyperbolic navigating 
instruments for use in coastal waters, narrow channels, 
and for hydrographic surveys ; cumulonimbus cloud- 
warning sets in aircraft ; accurate air navigation aids ; 
improved altimeters; blind approach and landing 


instruments ; air traffic control devices; ‘‘ muscle 
motors,”’ and automatic pilots. 

Quite a considerable portion of the effort will be 
concentrated in the atomic energy field for separation 
of radio-active materials, particle 
acceleration, remote control of piles, 
and for protection of health. 

Work is proceeding on high speed calculation 
machines and memory storage devices, miniaturiza- 
tion of components—particularly valves and motors— 
accurate potentiometers and valyeless amplifiers, and 
improved television for the home and cinema. 

Apart from these new markets it would seem 
essential to carry out a considerable development 
programme to improve the capital equipment of 
industry, to make production operations more 
automatic, and to reduce waste. This is being done 
in certain directions by improved measuring machines, 
high-frequency heating, infra-red stoving, remote 
control servo devices, supersonic crack detection and 
X-ray inspection and spectrographic analysis. 

There is a great outlet for the use of instruments and 
electronic technique in industries which normally 
have little to do with the design of 
such devices. The chemical, iron 
and steel and textile industries are 
cases in point. The latter industry has a number of 
possible applications in improved winding, yarn- 
breakage detection, improved shuttles, control of 
yarn strength and size, humidity control and moisture 
measurement. 

The capital cost of setting up a laboratory of the 
type which would be required by most light engin- 
eering industries is in the neighbourhood of £1,250—

£1,500 per scientist. This figure would provide his accom- 
modation and equipment, and also the appropriate capital 
costs involved in assistance from drawing office staffs and 
laboratory workshops, assuming that for every two men 
working in the laboratory one man would be required in 
the drawing office and three to four in the workshop. 

Furthermore, the total annual cost of every scientist 
employed is likely to be in the neighbourhood of 
£2,500/£3,000 when to his salary is added supervision, 
drawing office costs, model-making, purchasing, light, heat 
and normal factory overheads and administration. 

In most of the fields outlined above, the research and 
development cost would be in the vicinity of 10 per cent. 
to 20 per cent. of the markct turnover, i.e., for every 
£100,000 of turnover £10,000 at least would have to be 
spent initially on the design and development of the 
product. A development programme of this order may be 
financed from two particular sources : 

out of profits from sales of existing products ; 

by means of Government development contracts. 
In the former case this can be done provided fair and 
reasonable profits can be made on the sales, therefore it 
may be necessary to make arrangements, wherever possible, 
to avoid unreasonable price-cutting by persons who are 
not concerned for their own future, nor for that of their 
industry. 


Government Grants 


The Government provides money in several ways to 
assist engineering research and development. Major sums 
are disbursed on defence because the country’s security 
depends very largely on keeping to the forefront in technical 
advance. The Government cannot give industry the 
promise that orders will follow a particular development 
programme, and it does not expect that industry, on 
its own initiative, will carry out sufficient research 
to provide for these vital defence needs. Therefore it takes 
positive steps to provide its own research facilities and to 
augment those of industry by providing research contracts. 

Civil Aviation is allied with the military side in many 
ways, and the same procedure is adopted both for 
aeroplanes and their ancillary equipment, and the appro- 
priate ground telecommunications and navigational 
apparatus. The field for this work is so wide that the 
Royal Air Force sponsored research work is done, for 
example, on airframes, engines, radio, radar, ground 
communications and telephone equipment, optical, electrical 
and gyroscopic instruments, parachute, dinghy and life 
saving equipment, remote control systems and servo motors, 
new raw materials and production techniques, armaments, 
many vacuum physics products, including new types of 
radio valves and cathode ray tubes, infra-red and supersonic 
apparatus, photography and the design of cameras. 

Apart from the knowledge gained during the design of 
these articles, there are many side-issues and applications 
to industrial equipment, which firms, who wish to keep in 
the forefront of advances being made, cannot afford to 
ignore. . 

The procedure to initiate development work during 
the war was brought about by a combination of operational 
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research methods, which gave a statistical survey of 


existing methods, and the close collaboration between 
the users of the weapons, Government scientific staffs, and 
industry. It was probably this integration of effort and 
&nowledge which was so much more effective than if the 
scientific effort had been applied to ill-defined military 
problems. Given this background the procedure was for 
the specialists in Government service to prepare a Specifica- 
tion, the work being carried out either in a Government 
o» industrial laboratory. The ideas and inventiveness 
might materialize from either side, but there was at all 
times a considerable amount of collaboration among 
workers actively engaged, at all levels of the problem. 
One drawback is that it has been advantageous to 
encourage research in areas where communications are gouil 
between the Government Research Establishment, industry 
and the centres of operational planning. The Barlow 
report on the Scientific Civil Service specifically states 
that the Government Research Establishments ought, as 
far as possible, to be located within easy reach of a 
University or intellectual centre, and in close proximity 
to other establishments working on kindred problems. The 
tendency is therefore for both the Service and the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research laboratories to 
be concentrated in the south-eastern corner of the country. 
This has the effect of promoting the growth of industrial 
laboratories in these areas, to the detriment of those and 
their subsequent new industries in the development areas. 


It would seem important in the post-war era to carry 
out an increased amount of researck and development 
work to improve the degree of mechanization in industry, 
so reducing the amount of manual labour, and also to 
provide new products for export, as it will become increas- 
ingly necessary to sell and to keep on selling the products 
of our brains. 


There would seem to be no parallel between methods 
adopted in the military sphere and those in the normal 
industrial world, and yet the initial problem is the same, as 
it is extremely difficult to bring together personnel with 
experience of mstruments and electronics and those with 
the operating knowledge of another industry. There is a 
tremendous variation of products, methods and machinery 
of a particular industry, and it becomes a very considerable 
task to assess market possibilities of probable new 
developments. 


Present Trends 


The tendency under the present circumstances is to 
develop only those ideas on which the market possibilities 
can be easily visualized, and a good case could be made out 
to use the operational research and collaboration methods 
developed during the war, to carry out a scientific survey 
of a particular industry, and to give the engineer a technical 
appreciation of problems involved, the number of firms 
faced with similar problems, and what savings are likely 
throughout the industry. If this information were available 
it would enable firms to undertake the not inconsiderable 
risks involved ina large development programme, with some 
assurance that the costs could be recovered in the manu- 
facture of the new product. 

In several of the previous articles written by the Trade 
Research Association directors, it is noted that a degree 
of co-ordination of industrial research problems already 
exists, but that the initiation of the problems comes from 
the individual members of the industry. The suggestion 
is that this should be much wider and that the joint 
Research Association might well carry out a complete 
survey of the industry, and that this survey should be 
available to light engineering firms who, with their greater 
knowledge of instruments and electronics, would be able 
to come forward with new ideas and products. 


Even then, there will be considerable difficulties, because 
experience shows that plant and equipment may not be 
well enough maintained, or designed in such a way that 
an operation can be repeated sufficiently accurately when 
scientific aids are substituted for human beings. 


In conclusion it should be emphasized that this question 
of co-ordination and co-operation is essential if electronics 
and instruments are going to play their full part in the 
improvement of the standard of living. More detailed 
information is required before the risks involved in the 
high costs of research and development can be undertaken, 
and a co-ordination policy instituted so that the scientific 
personnel in the country can be used to the best advantage, 
thereby eliminating the probability of several firms working 
to solve the same problem.

Changes in Export 
Licensing Control 


HE Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods 

(Control) (Consolidation) Order, 1947*, which comes 

into operation on December 31. ‘The’ Order con- 
solidates the current Export of Goods (Control) Orders and 
makes some changes in the list of goods for which an export 
licence is required. These changes affect the export of 
certain gums, waxes, drugs and chemicals, shaving creams 
and shampoos, water taps, hand and bench tools, electrical 
apparatus, aircraft, spectacle frames, fountain pens and pen 
nibs. Details are given below. 

The following items have been released from export 
licensing control :—gum bepzoin; gum mastic; sapona- 
ceous shaving creams and shampoos packed ready for retail 
sale ; domestic water taps ; hand and bench tools ; electric 
boiling and heating plates and grill boilers; dinitro-ortho- 
cresol and preparations thereof ; penicillin and its salts and 
concentrates and preparations thereof; spectacle frames 
and parts thereof. 

The following items have been added to the export 
licensing list, and licences will be necessary in future for their 
export to all destinations :—bees’ wax, candelilla wax, 
carnauba wax, ouricuri wax, and mixtures consisting wholly 
or mainly of one or more of these waxes; unassembled 
stampings and laminations of electrical sheet steel for 
incorporation in electrical machinery and apparatus ; 
balsam of Peru, balsam of Tolu; bile salts; bismuth com- 
pounds; black haw bark; cimicfuga; desoxycorticosteone 
acetate; diastase; glycine; gonadotrophic hormones ; 
hamamelis bark and leaves; krameria root; lobelia; 
menthol, natural and synthetic ; oestradiol] and its esters ; 
vestrone and its esters; podophyllum peltatum ; podo- 
phylum resin; progesterone; resorcinol; rutin; senega 
root; slippery elm bark; succinic. acid and its salts; 
succinic anhydride ; testosterone and its esters ; wild cherry 
bark, witch hazel (distilled). 

The item ‘‘ phenazone’’ has been amended to read 
‘‘ phenazone and its salts and preparations thereof.” | 

The items ‘‘ fountain pens (whether fitted with nibs or 
not) and stylographic pens”’ and ‘‘ pen nibs” have been 
deleted from the Second Schedule. The effect of this 
amendment is that licences will be necessary in future for 
the export of pens containing gold and pen nibs containing 
gold. 

Article 3 (d) (i) and (ii) of the Export of Goods (Control) 
(Consolidation) Order, 1946 (S.R. & O. 1946 No. 1661), 
which sets out conditions under which aircraft may be 
exported without licence, has been replaced by the follow- 
ing :— 

‘*3 (d) (i) any aircraft registered outside the United 
Kingdom which is being re-exported within six months of 
the date of importation into the United Kingdom, provided 
that there has been no change in ownership or registration 
since that date; (ii) any aircraft engaged on a scheduled 
journey as defined in Section 23 (2) of the Civil Aviation 
Act, 1946.” 

The provisions of the Open General Licence (S.R. & O. 
1947 No. 1429) which permitted gifts to be sent abroad by 
parcel post are now incorporated in the Order, the licence 
be pe revoked.

Mattresses and Linoleum to be 
Docket Free 


The Board of Trade have issued the Regulation of 
Disposal of Stocks (Amendment) (No. 4) Licence, 1947,* 
which came into force on December 20 and brings to an end 
the priority docket schemes for mattresses and floor 
covering. 

As from that date, no more dockets for mattresses and 
floor coverings will be issued, and those already issued will 
cease to have any validity. Retailers have been asked to do 
their utmost to ensure that supplies in future are distributed 
fairly.

Progress Toward Export 
Targets 


OR each of the three main divisions of manufactured 
enon exports in the period September-November 

showed a small increase compared with the volume 
recorded in the three months August-October. This was, 
of course, to be expected since the earlier period included the 
holiday month of August. 

The progress toward mid-1948 targets for each of the more 
important groups of manufactures is shown by the figures 
below for the third quarter and the latest three months, 
As was pointed out in the first article of this series (Board of 
Trade Journal, November 29, 1947) the targets were set in 
terms of value at constant prices, the price level selected for 
the purpose being the fourth quarter of 1946. The table 
therefore shows exports in terms of volume based on the 
fourth quarter of 1946= 100. 

The metals groups as a whole increased to within one-sixth 
of the target figure for the middle of 1948, the most im- 
portant increase being that for vehicles (88 per cent. of 
target). For September to November, however, the high 
figure for this group is partly due to very large exports of 
ships and boats in October. Among metal manufactures, 
machinery, exports of which have remained substantially 
unchanged since the third quarter, is the group which has ~° 
the furthest to go to reach its target, the required expansion 
being one-third. For both iron and steel and non-ferrous 
metals mid-48 targets are no higher than those in the fourth 
quarter of 1946; iron and steel exports are being reduced 
towards the target figure and those of non-ferrous metals 
rose to within 1 per cent. of target. 

Each of the textile groups showed some advance compared 
with the third quarter, but the expansion required to reach 
the target for textiles as a whole is still one-third. Cotton 
exports are now within one-fifth of the target, but for woollen 
and worsted goods the target still requires an increase of 
nearly three-fifths. 


Exports of miscellaneous manufactures, which also need 
an expansion of one-third to reach the mid-1948 target, 
failed to reach the third quarter volume. Exports of pottery 
glass, abrasives etc. rosé by 8 per cent. and, apart from 
paper and paper manufactures (for which current exports 
are at target level), this group was nearest to its target— 
within one-sixth. Chemicals, drugs, etc., were 6 per cent. 
lower than in the third quarter at about three-quarters of 
the target figure, while exports of leather and rubber 
manufactures still need to be more than doubled if their 




















targets are to be achieved. -

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Working Party Report on the Hand- 
Blown Domestic Glassware Industry 


MONG the recommendations made by the Working 
Party set up to investigate conditions in the hand- 
blown domestic glassware industry is one which 
suggests that this industry should begin at once to plan 
for a production of domestic and fancy glassware up to 
three times the volume of its pre-war production. Ways 
and means of recruiting more labour for the industry are 
also suggested in the report, which was published on 
Monday by H.M. Stationery Office, price 3s. Od. net. 
The Working Party’s terms of reference were :— 
‘‘to examine and enquire into the various schemes 
and suggestions put forward for improvements of 
organization, production and distribution methods 
in the Hand-Blown Domestic Glassware Industry and 
to report on the steps which should be taken in the 
national interest to strengthen the industry and to 
render it more stable and more capable of meeting 
competition in the home and foréign markets.” 

The members of the Working Party were :—Mr. Clough 
Williams-Ellis (Chairman); Messrs. Howard Fletcher, 
Sven Fogelberg, F. H. Stuart and Dr. William Maskill 
(representatives of employers); Messrs. W. E. Evans, 
H. Perry, C. D. Stanier and J. T. Wilson (representatives 
of Trade Unions); Messrs. Geoffrey H. Dunn, H. N. 
Hume, J. Twomey and Professor H. Moore (independent 
members). The secretary was Mr. J. J. Breslin, assisted 
by Messrs. C. H. Johns and W. W. Jordan. The Working 
Party was assisted by sub-committees on design, marketing, 
recruitment of labour, finance and production. 


Chief Recommendations 


A summary of the chief recommendations made in the 
report is as follows :— 

The statistics provided in relation to domestic and 
fancy glassware should be improved, and the industry 
as a whole should make full use of the figures provided. 

The Raw Materials department of the Board of Trade 
should take steps to ensure that present and future 
supplies of certain materials are maintained at levels 
sufficient to meet the industry’s requirements. 

Consideration should be given by the industry to 
methods of production suggested in the report, and the 
design, development and manufacture of the machinery 
which would be required to carry out these processes 
should, as far as possible, be arranged in this country. 

The industry should adopt a uniform costing system. 

Kifforts should be made by the managements to secure 
the co-operation of the workers in obtaining the maximum 
output of goods from the production facilities available. 


Recruitment and Welfare 


On the recruitment of workers to the industry, the 
report suggests active steps should be taken by means of 
exhibitions, films, photographs, and booklets in schools 
in the Stourbridge area (where the hand-blown domestic 
glassware industry is largely concentrated) to encourage 
juveniles and their parents to consider the industry as a 
career on leaving school. Special courses are suggested 
for boys, after working hours, at the local school of art. 
An apprenticeship scheme, such as is now arranged by the 
Stourbridge firms, is suggested for the industry as a whole. 

Welfare facilities and working conditions should be 
progressively improved throughout the industry. 

The industry is also invited to consider the recruitment 
of glassmakers from the Continent, under closely controlled 
conditions of engagement, and with the agreement of 
workers in the industry in the United Kingdom. 

The report suggests that, whilst maintaining their existing 
character on which their valuable goodwill has been 
built up, the firms in the industry should also consider 
setting up a co-operative modern glassworks employing 
mechanical production methods, the output of which 
could be marketed through the existing firms, with or 
without further processing in their decorating shops, to 
cater for the medium price domestic market, and for the 
hotel, railway and shipping company trade. 

The industry should interest itself in market and con- 
sumer research, and measures should be taken to develop 
more contact with distributors, arrange special sales 
displays, and interest the public in quality glassware. 

A registered hall-mark should be adopted to be applied 
to each piece of glassware which is made of British glass 
of an agreed standard of quality. 


\ll possible encouragement and assistance should be 
given to a scheme (described in the report) for setting 
up in Edinburgh a department for advanced training and 
research in design for the glass industry. 


Design Centre 

The establishment of a Design Centre, to be supported 
by the whole glass industry, should be considered. The 
setting up of a glass research association for the whole 
industry, with the support of the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research, is also suggested, the funds to 
be drawn from the contributions of the glass industry and a 
grant from D.S.1LR. 

The report urges that the hand-blown section of the 
glass industry should make every effort to develop and 
extend technical research work in its own factories. 

The concluding recommendations deal with the setting 
up of a fully representative trade association, followed 
by the reconstitution of the Joint Consultative Council, 
and the examination of the existing trade organization 
in the whole glass industry for the purpose of achieving 
an improved structure. 

Delegations from the Working Party visited the United 
States and Sweden, and excerpts from their reports are 
included in the appendices to the published Report. There 
is also a section devoted to the evidence presented by the 
Council of Industrial Design. 


Government View on 
Non-Essential Imports 


PEAKING on the Government’s attitude to non-essential 

imports in reply to a question in the Hlowse of Commons, 

the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, 
said that the main purpose of the present import policy was 
to protect the balance of payments by restricting imports to 
what we could afford to pay for, and within the total of our 
imports to secure the maximum quantity of essential food- 
stuffs and other goods which could not be adequately 
supplied from home production. Within our overall 
unfavourable balance of payments, after allowing for the 
maximum possible diversion of exports to hard currency 
areas, there were, however, a number of countries with 
which we had favourable balances, even when we had 
obtained the maximum available supplies of essential goods, 
and from which extra purchases did not therefore cost us 
gold or dollars. From such countries it was clearly desirable 
to seek to obtain in the course of trade discussions a variety 
of goods which, though not strictly essential, were never- 
theless useful. From other countries, with which our 
balance of payments was less favourable, the import of less 
essential goods must be more severely restrieted, and could 
indeed only be permitted where exceptional considerations 
existed. Nevertheless, the object of our policy was to 
maintain international trade at the highest possible level 
and within this policy there was room for the exchange of 
available goods not strictly necessary to either party pro- 
vided this was clearly advantageous to both. 

In making arrangements for the import of less essential 
goods, the emphasis would be on goods—both foodstuffs and 
consumer zoods—which formed a useful addition to home 
supplies and satisfied a general consumption demand. 
Such imports would, of course, be an extremely small pro- 
portion of our total import programme and would not 
include, as far as we could arrange it, consumption goods of 
a purely luxury character. 

The Token Import scheme, which was itself part of our 
current arrangements for the import of less essential goods, 
would in future be applied in accordance with the policy 
outlined above. The scheme would not continue auto- 
matically in 1918 for all the countries to which it had 
applied hitherto, but would continue in operation only for 
those countries which offered us an adequate return within 
our general trade arrangements with them. 

As had frequently been stated in the House and elsewhere, 
it was not the purpose of import licensing to give additional 
protection to home industries. We did not propose to allow 
less essential imports in case@ where United Kingdom 
production for the home market was at present prohibited 
or restricted so heavily as to make unfair even-a very. 
limited flow of imports. 
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Rayon Output 





Fall in Production in 
November 


OTAL production of rayon in November, at 18-3 million 
lbs., was 9 per cent. lower than in October (a longer 
month) and a little lower than in September. The 
output of staple fibre fell by 11 per cent. over the month ; 
that of continuous filament yarn was down by only 7 per 
cent. and in November was still 4 per cent. higher than in 
September, which had the same number of days. 
Compared with November 1946 output of both continuous 
filament yarn.and staple fibre had risen by 11 per cent. 
Figures for the years 1935 to 1940 have been amended. 
A completely revised list of the annual totals will be 
published next month.

Geneva Negotiations 


on Rubber 


HE President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, 

was asked in the House of Commons whether he was 

aware that the concession gained at Geneva on synthetic 
rubber ‘consumption had been vitiated by the words, 
reclaimed rubber, as set out in the Schedule to the agree- 
ment ; and what steps he was taking to counteract this. 

He replied that it was quite true that a misunderstanding 
arose in the last stages of the Geneva negotiations. The 
United States Delegation made it clear at an early stage that 
they were anxious to secure reductions in the preferences 
accorded by the Colonies, and we finally agreed to the 
concession in Section C of Schedule XIX of the General 
Agreement. We attached a condition, however. This 
concession could be suspended if United States regulations 
required more than a certain percentage of consumption of 
yeneral purpose synthetic rubber. Unfortunately, there 
was no time for the full consultation we should have wished 
about the drafting of this condition, and it was only a few 
davs after the close of the Conference that it became clear 
that the clause did not in fact provide for the result we had 
intended. 

We at once took the matter up with the United States 
Government, and he was glad to be able to tell the House 
that the United States had replied that they, too, would 
prefer that an undertaking on which there was not full accord 
hetween us should be suspended. It had accordingly been 
agreed that the concession in respect of the Colonial prefer- 
ences and the condition about rubber should both be held 
over pending re-negotiation. It was understood that this 
arrangement did not involve relinquishing the concessions on 
either side, but left both sides free to agree mutually 
satisfactory terms to adjust them before they were brought 
into force. 
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Protection of Goods for 
Export 


HERE has of late been increasing appreciation of the 

fact that goods intended for the export market should 

not only emerge from the factory in sound and attrac- 
tive condition, but should also be designed, preserved and 
packed so that they retain their high quality on arrival at 
their destination, and while they are in use. If exports are 
delivered in a damaged, tarnished, or corroded state, or 
rapidly attain such a condition in local operation, the effect 
not only on the reputation of their maker, but also on that of 
British goods in general (with consequent reduction in 
demand from the market concerned) is self-evident. The 
prevailing shortage of supplies of packing materials, and of 
the goods they contain, makes it all the more important that 
what is available should be well used, not wasted. 

During the late war, the need to guarantee the safe 
arrival of stores for the Forces in remote theatres under 
adverse climatic conditions led to considerable research into 
the subject. Many of the more important conclusions were 
incorporated by the British Standards Institution in its 
Packaging Code, with Tropical Supplement. This publica- 
tion is at present being revised section by section, to align 
its guidance with peace-time needs ; and though one or two 
sections are already available in draft form, it will be several 
months before complete re-issue can be expected, eventually 
providing an excellent summary of existing knowledge on the 
subject. 

Of immediate interest, however, is a recent experiment 
the results of which make available in this country an 
unusually interesting demonstration of the hazards to which 
exports may be exposed, and the damage which they may 
suffer. A number of Army lorries, of standard three-ton 
type, were shipped to Port Harcourt, West Africa, and left 
crated in the open air and amid jungle surroundings for 
nearly a year. The packing and preservative methods 
employed were intentionally selected as being a little less 
effective than those demanded by the circumstances, so that 
exposure to one of the world’s worst climates would reveal 
the points at which preservation was most essential, or most 
likely to be neglected. The test was of unusual severity and 
duration ; but the factors of heat and humidity which 
applied are to be found to a varying degree in most overseas 
markets, so that the results provide an accelerated example 
of what is likely to happen elsewhere. 


Damage on Show 


The vehicles have now been returned to the United 
Kingdom, and stripped. The Inspectorate of Fighting 
Vehicles has arranged an exhibition of a comprehensive 
selection of all parts in its Test Station at Pinehurst 
Barracks, Farnborough, Hants; and though it reveals 
problems rather than their solutions, these apply to a far 
wider field than to motor vehicle manufacture alone, and 
often in a most unexpected direction. 

The cause of damage is almost entirely climatic. In- 
adequate cleaning of metal surfaces before painting, and 
rough welding, have led to peeling and rusting; battery 
casings have buckled in the extreme heat; oil has seeped 
on to instructional pamphlets, rendering them illegible ; 
ferrous paper-clips and staples have rusted away, so that 
handbooks are damaged or disintegrated ; cork gaskets have 
crumbled. The starter switch is immovable ; rodents have 
stripped fabric from electrical wiring for their nests ; 
supposedly rot-proof canvas has rotted in contact with 
rusting metal parts. Kubber fittings have partially per- 
ished, unpreserved wood was damaged by insects and fungi. 

Not all the lessons are negative. Certain types of paper 
had survived admirably, as had a collapsible tube containing 
rubber solution, and one or two items painted with stoving 
enamel. But from these few casual impressions can be 
formed an idea of the lessons which the trained eye could 
gather for its own special interests. 

Unfortunately, the number of visitors to the exhibition 
is subject to the limitations imposed by the small building 
which houses the display; and, removed from tropical 
weather, the fungoid growths disappear so rapidly that 
prolonged display is not practicable. Subject to these 
restrictions, however, the Inspectorate of Fighting Vehicles 
is anxious that industry should have an opportunity to view 
the results of the experiment, and those wishing to take 
advantage of the offer should communicate with Colonel

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Questions Asked and Answered 
in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament. 


WEDNESDAY DECEMBER 17 


Exports of Food 

Asked what was the value of foodstuffs exported during 
the last three months, for which particulars were available, 
to dollar countries, non-dollar countries and the sterling area, 
respectively, the Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Food, Dr. Edith Summerskill, said that in the three 
months August to October, the latest period for which 
figures were available, the value of exports of foodstuffs, 
produced or processed in the United Kingdom, was as 
follows: dollar countries, £3,562,000; non-dollar countries, 
excluding the sterling area, £3,669,000; sterling area, 
£4,822,000. 


Heavy Tractor Development 

Asked whether, in co-operation with other departments 
and the trade, it had been possible to arrange for the design- 
ing and production in this country of heavy tractors suitable 
for all purposes and at all altitudes in tropical and semi- 
tropical Colonies, the Minister of Supply, Mr. George 
Strauss, replied that proposals for the development of a 
heavy tractor were still being examined in conjunction with 
manufacturers, but it had not so far proved possible to 
arrange for production of this type of tractor. 


THURSDAY DECEMBER 18 


Pottery Imports and Exports 

The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, 
said that the value of retained imports of plain domestic 
pottery during the first ten months of this year was £194,000. 
He did not know precisely how much plain pottery was 
purchased from North Staffordshire or elsewhere for later 
decoration, but twelve concerns were specifically licensed to 
do this work for export. Fourteen private persons had 
lfences on hardship grounds to decorate pottery for the 
home market. He had had no complaints about the possible 
danger to health caused by the use of ware decorated with 
unfired colours, but he would arrange for an immediate 
investigation. 

During the first nine months of this year sales of pottery 
for export were valued at £7,058,186 and sales for the home 
market (excluding Government orders) at £6,137,100. He 
received many complaints about the shortage of supplies at 
home and was doing all he could to help manufacturers to 
increase production, but in view of the great and growing 
importance of pottery exports he regretted he could not 
promise any early easing of the supply position at home. 
He was assured that the Ministers of Supply and Works are 
doing all they could to encourage the production of electrical 
porcelain and sanitary ware respectively. 


Cinematograph Films Act 

All British short documentary films can benefit by the 
quota provisions of the Cinematograph Films Act, 1938, it 
was stated. For one ten-minute film every month there was 
also a special arrangement between the exhibitors and the 
Central Office of Information which assured these films of 
distribution to a substantial majority of the cinemas. 

On the question of protecting the future of the British 
film industry, the President said he hoped it might be 
possible for -him to deal with this matter at the time of the 
second reading of the Cinematograph Films Bill. 


Swiss Government and British Goods 

Asked what embargoes had been, or were likely to be 
Placed by the Swiss Goverament, on British goods, in 
retaliation for the Government’s restrictions on foreign 
travel, the President said that no action of the kind suggested 
had been taken by the Swiss Government nor, so far as he 
was aware, was any contemplated. 


Bankruptcy Orders — 

Asked how many persons and undertakings were adjudi- 
cated bankrupt between January 1919 and August 1939 ; 
what was the average number yearly ; and how many from 
July 1945 to November 1947, the President gave the 
following figures :— 

Including Bankruptcy Orders and Deeds of Arrangement 
the figures were: 113,554, representing an average of 5,494 
& year for the period January 1919 to August 1939. For the 
Period July 1945 to November 1947 the total number was 
136, 


For farmers and farming undertakings, including Bank- 
ruptcy Orders and Deeds of Arrangement, the figures were : 
for January 1919 to August 1939, 7,456 ; for the period from 
July 1945 to November 1947, 76. 


Paper for New Periodicals 

Under the Control of Paper, No. 70, Order, no new 
periodical or newspaper might be published if it used more 
than 8 cwts. of paper in 4 months except under licence, it 
was stated. Licences were only granted in very exceptional 
cases, of which there had been six in the last twelve months. 


Women’s Outerwear Stocks 

The President said he did not regard the stocks of women’s 
outerwear held by retailers as abnormally large and all 
available stocks of clothing would be required to meet the 
ration during the coming months when the demands of the 
export programme would make themselves increasingly felt. 


Adjustments in Selling Prices 

A questioner asked why, when an advance in wages was 
granted by the appropriate Wages Council or other negotia- 
ting body, in certain industries, which were subiect to control 
by the Raw Materials Department of the Board of Trade, 
only 80 per cent. of this wages increase was allowed in any 
adjustment in selling price ; and if he was satisfied that this 
was in the best interests of production. 

The President replied that he was always anxious to keep 
prices generally as low as possible. Controlled prices were 
normally considered on the basis of ascertained costs of 
production. When an application was made for an increase 
in such prices immediately after a wage increase, it could not 
be assumed that the net increase in costs would be equivalent 
to the amount of the wage increase. It was, therefore, the 
normal practice of the Board of Trade not to allow the full 
amount of the wage increase, but to leave a margin which 
could be covered in the prices at a later stage when actual 
costs of production over a reasonable period of working had 
been ascertained. Ordinarily 20 per cent. was considered 
to be a fair margin unless special circumstances existed. 

He was satisfied that this method with the provision for 
an ex post facto review, was the most likely to serve the best 
interests of all concerned, including consumers. 


Removal of Subsidies 

The President stated that he had now arranged for the 
subsidy on Utility cotton apparel cloths and handkerchief 
cloths to be discontinued on all cloth invoiced from the 
weavers to the converters after December 31. The detailed 
arrangements for dealing with the subsidy on Utility wool 
cloth were still being worked out and there would be no 
change in the existing arrangements before the end of 
February 1948. 


Development Councils 

No Development Councils had yet been appointed, the 
President said. Good progress had, however, been made 
towards the establishment of a Council for the cotton 
industry, and he hoped to publish during the Recess a White 
Paper containing his prqposals. Discussions were pro- 
ceeding with several other industries, and though they had 
not hitherto gone as fast or as far as he would have liked, he 
intended to press them forward, and hoped to be able to lay 
proposals before the House early in the New Year. 


Industries in the Highlands 

The following industries new to the Highlands and Islands 
had been established there since V-E Day, it was announced : 
processing of shark liver, extraction of wax from peat, and 
hosiery manufacture. In addition a new coal mine had 
started production at Machrihanish. 

Eighteen new factories and extensions of 5,000 sq. ft. and 
over had been approved during the same period. Four of 
these were complete and in production and the construction 
of a further seven had commenced. The four completed 
were now employing 151 persons (70 men and 81 women). 


Cloth Production 

Everything possible was being done to devise ways and 
means for achieving the maximum increase of cloth pro- 
duction through increased recruitment of labour and other 
means, it was stated.

National Insurance Preliminary Draft Regulation : 
National Insurance Advisory Committee announce that they 
have been asked to consider and report on the preliminary 
draft of the Collection of Contributions Regulations, 1948. 

These regulations will apply to all who will be insured, 
under the new scheme, the employed, self-employed and 
the non-employed. They set out how and when contribu- 
tions will be paid; how contribution cards will be issued; who 
will be responsible for their custody, and how they must be 
disposed of. They also deal with such matters as recovery 
of the employee’s contribution by the employer ; the person 
to be treated as the employer, where there is more than one 
employer, or where there is both a main employer and an 
intermediate employer ; agency arrangements for payment 
of contributions by employers, and other similar matters. 

The Committee will consider written objections made by 
or on behalf of persons affected by these regulations (copies 
of which can be purchased price 3d. from any branch of 
H.M. Stationery Office or through any bookseller).

There was a rise of 3 points (1 per cent.) in the index 
number for total imports between October and November, 
a similar increase being shown for imports of manufactured 
articles. The largest movement was a rise of 7 points 
(2 per cent.) for raw materials due mainly to increased prices 
of wool; the index for‘food, drink and tobacco has changed 
little since June. 

Prices of United Kingdom exports also advanced by 3 
points (1 per cent.). There was a sharp upward movement 
of 7 points (3 per cent.) in the index for raw materials, while 
manufactured goods were 3 points (1 per cent.) above the 
previous month. The rise for textiles was intermediate 
between that of 2 points (1 per cent.) for metal goods and 
5 points (2 per cent.) for miscellaneous manufactures.

El Salvador as a Market for 
British Goods 


This article was written for the Board of Trade Journal by His Majesty’s Minister and Consul General 


at San Salvador. 


The Export Promotion Department, 35 Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1 will be 


pleased to answer any questions arising out of this article. 


HE Republic of El Salvador is small in area and 

supports a comparatively large population of two 

million. Nevertheless it is doing well in these difficult 
times 4 hard-working population produces the maize 
and beans on which it largely exists. 

Coffee producticn has been for many years the main 
factor in the country’s prosperity so far as trade exchange 
is concerned, since it provides the greater part of the 
foreign currencies needed. The 1946-7 crops gave well 
over 800,000 bags of 150 Ibs., and the 1947-8 crop, which 
is a good one, is expected to produce 900,000 bags worth 
between eight and nine million pounds sterling. These 
figures have placed El Salvador at the head of the coffee- 
producing countries of Central America.

A considerable quantity of the ‘‘ golden grain’ went 
before the war to European countries, including Germany. 
It is hoped that European recovery will in time enable 
this trade to be re-established. Meanwhile the coffee, 
of a good quality of the mild variety, finds a regular market 
in the United States, and prices are good. The year 1947 
has moreover furnished a surplus of cotton and sugar for 
export and, if these surpluses have not yet entirely been 
disposed of owing to the dislocation of world markets, they 
indicate a further source of wealth. 


The war has favoured local factories manufacturing 
yarn and cotton piece-goods of the rougher qualities, and 
these enterprises, together with those making sisal sacks, 
vegetable oils and fats, are doing well. Exports to neigh- 
bouring countries are of no small value: ginned cotton to 
Guatemala; shoes, sugar, cotton piece-goods and garments 
to Honduras. <A favourable balance of trade has been 
apparent over a number of years.

El Salvador, in these conditions, has not experienced 
the need to impose currency or import restrictions, and 
there is no system of import licences. The country’s 
financial situation is thus basically sound. At the same 
time, during the middle months of 1947, the money market 
was less smooth owing to coffee-buyers having been rather 
too optimistically generous in credits for the last crop ; 
to the delay in the disposal of all the cotton and sugar 
surpluses ; and to the arrival of a back-log of imported 


merchandise on a fairly high tide. As a result, local Banks 
are having for the moment (November) to meet an un- 
expected pressure for credit facilities. However, the 
market will probably produce its own check on the spate of 
imports. The forthcoming coffee crop should be a matter 
of early export and liquidation, since the exporters have 
already sold forward a substantial amount at good prices. 


Good Market for U.K. Goods 


El Salvador remains what it has been in the past, a 
good market for British goods. The United Kingdom 
secured 12 per cent. of the trade in 1937 and 9 per cent 
in 1938, when our imports were :—cotton textiles inclusive 
of drills and mantas (which regularly made up half of our 
total pre-war sales); liquors, mainly whisky; woollen 
textiles, sewing cotton, sugar and coffee machinery ; 
linen textiles. 

Our imports, thinned by the exigencies of war, are 
now picking up again. They were valued at £67,313 in 
1945 (as against £123,027 in 1938),. and at £148,908 in 
1946, while in the first six months of 1947 they reached a 
total of £91,259. It is interesting to note that, with the 
exception of cotton textiles, in short supply in the United 
Kingdom, the pattern of British imports is much the same 
after as before the war. They were in 1946 principally :— 
spices ; liquors; colours and paints; chemical and phar- 
maceutical products ; shoe polish ; sewing cottons ; woollen 
textiles; linen; tiles and sanitaryware ; various types of 
machinery, including that for the coffee and sugar industries; 
bicycles. 


The United States are the principal suppliers on the 
Salvadorean market, the natural result of the coffee 
connection, proximity and the desirability of American 
goods. But there is room for United Kingdom imports, 
and more of them. There is no lack of interest and the 
quality is valued. British small cars have made their 
appearance, if in restricted numbers, and it is felt that they 
would go ahead if prices were less. 


Enquiries are made for cotton, rayon and woollen 
textiles (the latter of the lightest weights, as the climate is 
warm); electrical material, always on the understanding 
that United States standards are those used (110 volts: 
60 cycles A.C.); linens, though men’s linen suitings seem 
to be going out of fashion; china; machinery. A seller’s 
market still obtains in some of these goods. In some other 
lines, such as insecticides and pharmaceuticals, the market 
is pretty well saturated with supplies from the United 
States. 


Posting and Packing 


Apart from the short supply in the United Kingdom of 
many articles required here, there are two other dis- 
abilities left over from the war. Sea-mail deliveries are 
still unsatisfactory, and correspondence by airmail is 
desirable. British exporters might in this connection 
utilize the new sixpenny air letter, which reaches San 
Salvador in from four to six days. A heavier disability, 
of which importers complain and which may be losing 
us opportunities, is the continued delay in deliveries. 
Shipments now take three months or more from port to 
port (via New York and Puerto Barrios, or via Cristobal 
(Panama)) as against little over a month pre-war via 
Cristobal. Exporters doing business with El Salvador 
should bear this in mind, for rapidity of delivery is becoming 
an important consideration. é

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Exports to China 


XPORTERS to China are reminded that according to 
Bi. Revised Temporary Foreign Trade Regulations the 
importation of all goods into China is subject to licence. 

As from August 16, 1947, the Chinese Export Import 
Board announced, all future unlicensed shipments arriving 
in China would be treated as contraband and would be 
liable to confiscation. 

Unlicensed shipments which had already been paid for 
in foreign exchange and which were in China or en route on 
August 16 had to be registered with the Export Import 
Board by November 18. Such goods (provided they are not 
included in the Prohibited Lists (Schedules IIIb and IV) ) 
may be disposed of as follows :— 

The goods may be imported but must be sold to the 
Government in return for foreign exchange scrip re- 
deemable in local currency at the official ‘‘ cover ’’ rate 
in six half-yearly instalments. 

Importers unwilling to accept these conditions were able 
to re-export goods within 60 days of the announcement of 
the measures. (These measures do not apply to goods in 
Schedule I and some capital goods in Schedule T1Ia, which 
the Chinese Tmport. Export Board are apparently prepared 


to license.)

packing. The present customs tariffs are based on gross 
weights, i.e. including packing. To counter heavy payments 
in this connection many United States goods are now sent 
in double carton or light fibre-board containers, banded with 
wire or metal strips. British goods on the other hand are 
delivered in heavier wood cases. United Kingdom suppliers 
are advised to discuss this matter with their Salvadorean 
clients, weighing the cost disadvantage of the stouter 
pack against the advantage of its greater security from 
pilferage and breakage en route. 

Although Spanish is of course the language of the 
country and that in which catalogues and advertising 
material should be produced, there is a wide knowledge of 
English among the commercial classes. 

To sum up, British exporters, particularly those with old 
connections, are invited to remember El Salvador as a 
good and friendly market. Because of the recent signs of 
strain in individual credit alluded to above they should 
keep themselves informed on the standing of their corres- 
pondents, whether through their bankers or through other 
reliable channels; but they can know that the import 
trade is generally sound, as is the Republic’s trade balance. 

Merchants are always glad to see visiting representatives 
of United Kingdom firms, such visits, because of the 
personal contact and the easy discussion of samples, 
catalogues and prices, being by far the most satisfactory 
way of doing business. Representatives travelling through 
Central America should certainly not omit four or five days 
in San Salvador.

Certification of Invoices for Syria 
and the Lebanon 


We publish below the text of a notice concerning the 
certification of invoices for goods for Syria and the 
Lebanon :— : 

The Supreme Council of Common Interests decides 
as follows : 
Article 1. Paragraphs 2 and 3 of Article 46 of the 

Customs Code are repealed and the following substituted : 


The attestation shall be produced in the form of 


authentic invoices legalized by the Syrian or Lebanese 
Consulate, certifying both the correctness of prices and 
the origin of goods.”’ 

As for goods exported from towns where no Syrian or 
Lebanese Consulate or a substitute thereof is stationed, 
it would be sufficient to have on the above mentioned 
invoices the visa of the Chamber of Commerce or any 


similar institution approved by the Supreme Council of 


Common Interests. 

Article 2. This decision shall be applicable as from 
July 23, 1947. The Customs Office may accept up to 
December 31, 1947, the visa prescribed by the two 
repealed paragraphs of Article 46 quoted above. 

Article 3. This decision is to be published and 
notified wherever needed. ; 

We have delayed publishing this announcement because 
there was reason to believe that the Decision (which is 
Number 679) might be modified.

The conversion of pounds, 
shillings and pence to dollars and cents where they appear 
in any law in force in these Colonies will be at the rate of 
four dollars and eighty cents for every pound, twenty-four 
cents for every shilling and two cents for every penny. This 
conversion will apply to the customs duty rates at present in 
force in these Colonies, and any future amendments to the 
customs tariff schedules will appear in dollars and cents.

British Exhibition in 
Denmark 


N exhibition of goods of United Kingdom manufacture 
will be held in Copenhagen from September 18 to 
October 3, 1948. 

His Majesty The King and His Majesty King Frederick of 
Denmark have graciously consented to become Patrons of 
the Exhibition, which is being organized by the British 
Import Union of Copenhagen in consultation with the 
Federation of British Industries, and with the approval of 
the United Kingdom and Danish Governments. 

The aim of the Exhibition, for which buildings in the 
centre of the city have been reserved, is to encourage export 
trade to the Scandinavian and neighbouring markets. 

It is intended that products of the engineering, chemical, 
building and associated industries will be displayed in the 
Forum Exhibition Building, the largest exhibition building 
in Copenhagen, textile and miscellaneous industries in the 
Tivoli Gardens, and transport, including motor cars and 
motor vehicles, in the Royal Riding House. 

Discussions on the textile display are now being held with 
the Textile Working Committee on Exhibitions and Fairs. 

It is hoped to arrange suitable sites on the outskirts of 
Copenhagen for the display and demonstration of aircraft, 
agricultural and road-making machinery. 

Whilst the total area will be roughly equal to that of the 
similar Exhibition held in Copenhagen in 1932, it is already 
clear from the interest shown by United Kingdom firms and 
their Danish agents and importers that it will be difficult to 
satisfy all claims on the space available. 

Firms wishing to take part in the Exhibition are invited 
to make early application for space to the Exhibition Com- 
mittee, the British Import Union, Raadhuspladsen, 45, 
Copenhagen, stating the kind of goods they wish to display 
and, where possible, the name of their agent in Denmark. 

Potential exhibitors can obtain further information from 
the British Import Union, Copenhagen, or from the London 
Office of the Copenhagen Exhibition, Earls Court Exhibition 
Building, London, S.W.5, which is now circulating details to 
firms known to be interested.
